The WSU Tartars finished as 
runnersup in the Midwest Region this 
past weekend, losing to Florida South- 
ern, 5-2, in the championship game. 

"It was very disappointing not mak- 
ing it to the Nationals (final four) because 
ourtwo seniors (Jenny Smith and Jeanne 
Wilcox) have worked so hard to get us 
there," said Jennifer."We allreally wanted 





to go, but those two, especially, really 


earned the trip if we had made it. Most of 
my teammates are coming back next 
year, and | sure hope we won't come up 
one game short in 1994." 

Jennifer's parents, Larry and Janet 
Daniel, accompanied Jennifer and ine 
WSU team to Joplin, Missouri, Mel the 
Regionals. 

When asked what the highlight of 
the season was for him, Larry replied, 
"Seeing my daughter as the lead story on 
Joplin TV made me very proud. One 
particular throw she made to homeplate 
was credited with winning a key game in 
the Regionals, and seeing it played on 
TV was definitely rewarding." 

Jennifer is currently carrying a 3.6 
grade-point average at Wayne State as 
she enters her junior year as a business 
management major.

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"Q & A" May Take Some of the Mystery 
Out of School Finance Proposal 


ProposalA—a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment whichwill go before 
Michigan voters on June 2, 1993 — 
would drastically change the way all 
Michigan public schools are financed. 
Summarized below are excerpts of 
questions and answers about Pro- 
posalA, taken fromthe Michigan Sen- 
ate Democratic Office's publication, 
"Q & A Regarding the Compromise 
School Finance Proposal," by Patti 
Halm. 

How will taxes change under this 
proposal? 

Underthis proposal, the sales-tax 
rate would be increased 50%, from 
four percent to six percent; at the 
same time, school operating millages 
would be reduced. Currently, the larg- 
est millage levied by a school district 
is 47 mills, with the Statewide average 
being 34.6 mills. The proposal would 
require that millages be reduced to an 
average of 22 mills, with 18 mills being 
the minimum and 27 mills being the 
maximum. 

Is it true that businesses will get a 
bigger tax cut under this proposal 
than Individuals will? 

According to a House Taxation 
analysis, Michigan businesses would 
receive a $265-million tax cut in the 
first year of the proposal, while indi- 
vidual taxpayers would experience a 
tax increase of $334 million. These 
figures are based, in part, on the as- 
sumption that businesses pay only 
about 20% of the State's total sales 
taxes, while individuals pay about 
80%. Therefore, the burden of the 
sales-tax increase would fall primarily 
upon individuals. 

Will the Homestead Property Tax 
Credit be affected? 

The method by which the Home- 
stead Credit is calculated would not 
change; however, since property taxes 
would decrease if Proposal Apasses, 
then the total amount of the Home- 
stead Credit which could be claimed 
would also decrease. 

What impact would Proposal Ahave 
on Federal taxes? 

Only those taxpayers who item- 
ize deductions on their Federal in- 
come taxes would be affected by this 
proposal. 

The impacton these people would 
be twofold: First, any decrease in prop- 
erty taxes would also result in a de- 
crease in the federal deduction for 
state and local property taxes — and, 
hence, an increase in federal taxes 
paid for both individuals and busi- 


nesses. Second, sales tax can be 
deducted as a business expense by 
businesses, but cannot be deducted 
at all by individuals. 

If Proposal A receives the voters' 
approval, whenwill changes go into 
effect? 

Any change to the constitution 
becomes effective 45 days after voter 
approval. In this case, the effective 
date would be July 17, 1993, and the 
sales-tax increase would be imple- 
mented on that day. 

The immediate effect on property 
taxes would be twofold. First, 1993 
assessment increases would be rolled 
back to a maximum increase of three 
percent, the 1992 rate of inflation. 
This reduced assessment level would 
be used to calculate all property taxes, 
including local government operating 
taxes. Second, districts that levy sum- 
mer property taxes would be required 
to implement the reduced mill rates. 
Will local units of government be 
affected by this proposal? 

Yes. Local units of government 
would experience a revenue loss if 
this proposalis adopted. This is due to 
constitutional provision that limits as- 
sessment increases to five percent or 
the rate of inflation, whichever is less. 

The proposal also stipulates that 
the increase insales-tax revenue shall 
not be subject to revenue sharing. 

Is this just another lottery situation? 

No — but in order to explain why 
this proposal is different, an explana- 
tion of "What happened to the lottery 
money?" is needed. 

When the lottery was originally 
implemented, the revenue earnedwas 
not designated for a specific purpose; 
it was not dedicated to K-12 educa- 
tion. The revenue was simply added 
to the State's General Fund. In 1981, 
a statute was enacted which required 
lottery revenue to be deposited in the 
School Aid Fund instead of the Gen- 
eral Fund. Thus, while the same 
amount of revenue was being spent 
on education, the source of the rev- 
enue shifted. Since then, comparisons 
have been made between the amount 
of General Fund revenue spent on K— 
12 education in 1980 and the amount 
currently spent. Since the lottery rev- 
enue is no longer part of the General 
Fund, it appears as though General 
Fund support for education has de- 
creased. Understandably, the public 
has interpreted this shift as a de- 
crease in State support for education.

Because of the public's skepticism 
as a result of the lottery misunderstand- 
ing, Proposal A would guarantee that 
each school district would receive a spe- 
cific amount of revenue per pupil. The 
per-pupil revenue that each school dis- 
trict would be guaranteed is called the 
"foundation grant." This grant would be 
equal to $4,800 per pupil for the 1993— 
1994 school year. 

However, school districts with less 
than $4,800 in per-pupil revenues could 
not receive more than a 10% increase 
each year. Each school district would be 
guaranteed at least a three-percent in- 
crease in per-pupil revenues, providing 
that they levied sufficient millage. 

Finally, the foundation grant would 
increase each year by the same amount 
that sales-tax revenue, property-tax rev- 
enue, and lottery revenue increased. 
What does the $4,800 Foundation 
Grant Include? 

The constitutional amendment does 
not specify what is included in the foun- 
dation grant; an implementing statute 
would be required. However, it is under- 
stood that the foundation grant would 
include all State and Local revenues, 
with the exception of adult education, 
special education, and possibly trans- 
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Upon their arrival at Burger King, the 
nine students and Mrs. Smith "custom- 
ordered" from the menu and received 
trading cards and a Burger King crown.

portation for special education. It ap- 
pears, at this time, that these would be 
the only "categoricals" that would be 
funded outside of the basic grant. Addi- 
tionally, school districts would be required 
tofundFlCAandcurrentretirementcosts. 
Future increases in retirement costs 
would be shared equally by the State 
and the school districts. 

How will this proposal affect those 
who rent their homes? 

Under ProposalA, renters would not 
be granted specific property-tax relief. 
However, to the extent that landlords 
might be willing to reflect lower property 
taxes in the form of lower rents, renters 
might obtain some relief. Like everyone 
else, renters would be required to pay 
the increased sales tax. 

How would Proposal A affect senior 
citizens? 

Again, the impact on specific tax- 
payers would dependon many variables. 
As such, a generic answer cannot be 
provided. 

However, it should be noted that 
there are no specific provisions that would 
specifically benefit senior citizens. And, 
like other taxpayers, senior citizens who 
receive less than $1,200 maximum al- 
lowable homestead credit would receive 
little or no property-tax relief.

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Romulus Profile: Casmier Kasperek

Casmier C. Kasperek is one of a 
dying breed: a self-made businessman. 

Originally from Romulus, the Van 
Buren resident bought the first of his 
business concerns — Metro Radiator 
Repair Service — in 1968, and started 
Rey-Mart Asphalt Company the follow- 
ing year; both businesses are located at 
36124 Goddard. 

In a recent interview, when asked to 
comment on his start in business, 
Kasperek said, "First of all, | remember 
when |was ayoungkid, | actually usedto 
deliver papers to this place. Then, when 
| was 34, | bought the radiator repair 
business right here on this very spot." 

However, it seems that his asphalt 
business is where Kasperek is most 
involved. 

"Mainly," said Kasperek, "Igo out, on 
a daily basis, and estimate and sell jobs. 
Also, | coordinate all the work that needs 
to be done, as well as make sure the 
work is done properly." 

Then, smiling, he added, "I don't 
know, but | must be doing something 
right, since I've been doing this for more 
than 20 years!" 

Throughout those years, Rey-Mart 
Asphalt has served an enormous num- 
ber of clients, both residential and com- 
mercial. A partial listing of Kasperek's 
business clients would include Kelsey- 
Hayes, Eaton Chemicals, Wonder Bread, 
Oakite Products, Crane Funeral Home, 
Romulus Hardware, and Romulus Auto 
Supply/Romulus Video. 

Said Kasperek, "I've also been fortu- 
nate enough to have done several jobs 
for the City. For the most part, this has 
involved repairing City roads." 

Besides the six or seven workers 
that Kasperek hires for Rey-Mart during 
the summer — the peak time for the 
company's operation — he also employs 
two full-time employees there. Mike 
Warren, a heavy-equipment operator, 
has been with Kasperek for 23 years, 
and David Mullins has worked as a truck 
driver and equipment operator for the 
past 17 years. 

At Kasperek's Metro Radiator Re- 
pair, Phil Honeywell—a 23-year, full-time 
employee — is presently the manager of 
that concern. 

When queried as to his future busi- 
ness plans, Kasperek replied, "I think I'd 
like to continue working for another year 
or two, and then retire. I'd like to see my 
two sons take over the business — but, at 
this point, I'm not sure that will happen.” 

Kasperek quit school and joined the 
National Guard in August of 1950. Due to 
the Korean Conflict, his unit was acti- 
vated on February 1, 1951. Stationed in 
Arizona, Kasperek served -— actively and 
inactively —for a total of three years, first 
in the military police and then with his 
unit's food-service department. 





"After my discharge," Kasperek 
laughed, "I was never so happy to get 
back to Romulus! Actually, | enjoyed my 
term of service — but, at the time, | was 
glad to get out." 

In a more serious vein, Kasperek 
then noted that he has occasionally won- 
dered if he would have benefited more 
by remaining inthe service. By this time, 
he speculated, he likely would have al- 
ready notched several years as a top- 
ranking sergeant. 

Forthe past 14 years, Kasperek has 
been a member of the Romulus Rotary 
Club. Although he servedon the Rotary's 
Board of Directors, he has not, to this 
point, sought to be a Club officer. 

"Becoming an officer," Kasperek 
said, "and then going through the chairs 
(aprocess whichtakes members through 
each office up to president) would simply 
be too time consuming for me, now. 
However, that's something | may do after 
retirement." 

Currently, Kasperek is involved in 
the ongoing Romulus Veterans' Memo- 
rialproject. Although the Memorial—which 
was Officially dedicated last summer dur- 
ing the City's Fourth of July celebration — 
was the product of many people's efforts, 
the Romulus Rotary Club was the main 
force behind its planning and execution. 

When asked to comment on the 
Memorial, Kasperek said, "I think it was 
something that was long overdue. Also, 
| feel that Bill Crane did a terrific job as 
chairman of the Memorial Committee. 

"Overall," he summarized, "I think 
that the Monument turned out to be truly 
beautiful.” 

Kasperek then noted that plans are 
in the works for another wall to be added 
to the existing structure. Five hundred 
bricks that are presently located on the 
Monument's walkway will then be trans- 
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ferredto the new wall. These new bricks, 
Kasperek added, will be reserved exclu- 
sively for veterans. 

Turning to what he sees as the good 
and bad points of Romulus, Kasperek 
stated, "I've always liked Romulus—both 
now and ‘back then,’ before the Airport 
was constructed. For me, Romulus has 
always been a good place to do busi- 
ness, and the Romulus people have 
treated me very well. This is my ‘home,’ 
and | feel | have many friends here. 

"However," he continued, "I! don't 
like the Airport being in the City — al- 
though | can accept it. | feel that, if 
anything, the Airport has been detrimen- 
tal to Romulus; but it seems that all we 
can do with regard to the Airport is hope 
for the best." 

Kasperek continued, saying that, 
during his business tenure in Romulus, 
the City has changed drastically, espe- 
cially in the Downtown area. 

"The changes,” he explained, "are 
there, but they're hard to recognize be- 
cause they've taken place over such a 
long period of time. We used to have a 
theaterhere, anumber ofcardealerships, 
and several other retail businesses." 

Kasperek is hopeful that the con- 
struction of local businessman Ron Brug- 
ger's new Romulus Auto Parts facility will 
revitalize Downtown Romulus — but, al- 
together, he doesn't see much promise 
of new retailers coming to the Area. 

"With Romulus being divided by the 
Airport, railroads, and expressways,” he 
said, "| sometimes feel I've been lucky to 
survive here. But there's definitely some 
good changes happening now, and the 
City seems to be on the upswing." 

One of these positive changes, he 
said, is the recent construction of new 
homes in Romulus. As new families lo- 
cate in the area, Kasperek hopes that 


they will become involved in community 
activities and concerns. 

Kasperek and his wife Carol Jean 
have been married for 26 years. A 1960 
graduate of University of Detroit Mercy, 
where she received her degree as a 
medical records librarian, Carol Jean put 
her career on hold to work in the home, 
raising the couple's three children. In 
1990, she returnedto school at Ypsilanti's 
Easter Michigan University (EMU) and 
received her master's degree in counsel- 
ing. Carol Jean “loved going back to 
work," said Kasperek, adding that she 
presently teaches seventh grade in New 
Boston's St. Stephen's school system. 

At 24 years of age, daughter Renee 
is the oldest of the Kaspereks' children. 
A recent graduate of EMU, Renee now 
works in sales for Lord & Taylor at 
Dearborn's Fairlane shopping mall. 
Renee currently resides in Romulus. 

Twenty-three-year-old Martin at- 
tended Ferris State University for one 
year, and is now continuing his educa- 
tion at Schoolcraft College. 

Michael, 20, attends University of 
Michigan—Dearborn on a full-time basis, 
and is now in the process of deciding 
which field he wants to enter. 

Martin and Michael, who live together 
in Livonia, are full-time seasonal em- 
ployees in their dad's asphalt company. 

It was while we were discussing his 
family that Kasperek made special note 
of his sister and brother-in-law, Julia and 
Clarence Kamin. Kasperek described the 
Romulus couple as his longtime "men- 
tors, guiding light, and inspiration."

Parent Protests Transfer of Morgan

To the Editor: 

| amwriting this letter in response to 
the Romulus Board of Education's re- 
cent decision to move "Morgan Manor 
children" to another school.
